‘Defense Needs |NO LIQUOR SALES 
ON ELECTION DAY 


Felt in Schools 


Work Night Shifts Because 
Of Growing Demands 
For Skilled Workers. 


WASHINGTON.—The national de- 
fense program has set the nation’s 
schools to working night shifts. 

Even before the defense orders 
reached anything like flood stage, 
he national defense commission be- 
gan to check over the lists of trained 
men industry would need. 
searched through the pools of unem- 
ployed for men with specific skills— 
and found them vastly wanting. 

A few figures from the latest study 
gives an idea of the needs. Avia- 
tion wants 3,500 more aeronautical 
engineers. Ship builders can use 
5,000 men with specialized rnarine 
engineering training. The metal 
working industry needs 30,040 tool 
engineers right now. By the end of 
this year they will want 80,000 
more. 

Air Inspectors Needed. 

The army ordnance division needs 
15,000 inspectors. The air 
want, or will want, 1,970. The 
branch of chemical warfare can use 
220. The signal corps would like to 
have 500 inspectors and 200 meteor- 
ologists. All of these have to have 
special and technical training. And 
these needs are wholly apart from 
the big demand for aviation pilots 
and mechanics, a part of which is 
being met by the civil aeronautics 
authority’s training program. 

Nor do the army and navy needs 
figure in the studies of private indus- 
try that have been made by the na- 
tional defense commission and the 
office of education. 

Men Were Lacking. 

One of the sharpest illustrations 
of that industrial need showed up 
in New York state. Plants with 
munitions orders were asked by the 
ordnance department to go to work 
on a two shift a day basis. They 
reported that they did not have the 
men to turn out the materials that 
fast. In fact, they added, they could 
not. get enough skilled men to work 
a full single shift. 


A survey of the needs of the 207 
plants involved in the request devel- 
oped the information that they need- 
ed 4,076 more trained men if they 
were to work on a single shift, full 
capacity basis, and 22,741 if they 
stepped up to a double-shift basis. 
If, by a tiny stretch of the imagi- 
nation, they were asked to do three 
shifts a day, they would need 33,168 
more trained men. And that study 
covered only 207 plants in just one 
of the 48 states.

FYE Pealmist sang (Psalms 
69:30), “I will praise the name | 


of God with a song, and will 
magnify him with thanksgiving.” 
Thanksgiving Day, in the United | 
States, originated with the Pil- | 
grims, who set apart a day for |} 
thanksgiving to God after their first 
jharvest in 1621. Later on, Presi- | 
dent Lincoln appointed the last 
Thursday in November, 1863, to be | 
set aside for thanksgiving and 
praise to God. 
The Pilgrims encountered many 


difficult problems in establishing 
their homes in a new land, but 
through steadily turning to their 


heavenly Father for help they were 
guided through them all. Is it any 
wonder that their sense of grati- 
‘tude for their deliverance caused 
them to render thanks to the Giver 
of all good gifts? 

As Thanksgiving Day recurs 
through the years, we are reminded 
of the Psalmist’s statement (Psalms 
26:6, 7), “I will wash mine hands 
in innocency: ... that I may pub- 
lish with the voice of thanksgiving, 
and tell of all thy wondrous works.” 
Today our hearts go out in grati- 
tude to God, divine Love, who is 
leading the people of many nations 
through the Red Sea and the wil- 
derness of materiality, and who will 
deliver them as they seek His pres- 
In the face of ‘‘wars and ru- 


ence. a 
mours of wars,” we can lift our 
thought in thanksgiving to God; 


for is there not always something 
for which we can be thankful? In 
“The First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, and Miscellany” (pp. 149, 150) 
Mary Baker Eddy writes: “Remem- 
ber, thou canst be brought into no 
condition, be it ever so severe, 
where Love has not been before 
thee and where its tender lesson is 
not awaiting thee. Therefore de- 
spair not nor murmur, for that 
which seeketh to save, to heal, and 
to deliver, will guide thee, if thou 
seekest this guidance.” The dem- 
onstrable truth that divine Love is 
with us and will guide us if we 
seek its guidance, is indeed cause 
for thanksgiving. ‘ 

We must maintain this constant 
thanksgiving in our thought. As 
we acknowledge the one God, we 
begin to comprehend our true habi- 
tation in the kingdom of heaven, 
and are safe therein. This is our 
defense, which can never be taken 
from us, wherever we may be. We 
are safe and protected under all 


circumstances and conditions if we 
acknowledge God’s allness and our 
unity with Him. Noah in the ark, 
Joseph in exile, the Hebrews in the 
fiery furnace, Daniel in the lions’ 
den, and Jesus—most glorious of all 
—understood and proved God’s su- 
premacy. They were protected 
through every trying experience 
and thus proved the powerlessness 
of morta] mind... . 

In what may seem a saddened 
home, darkened by mortal mind’s 
illusions, in apprehension of still 
‘other contests to be waged, one may 
express thanksgiving that God is 
ever present, and that right must 
and does win the victory over the 
claims of evil. Mortal mind claims 
to put heavy burdens upon us. It 
attempts to bring utter despair 
and despondency; it appears to lay 
waste the achievements of years of 
progressive work, but there rings 
forth the command that sounded in | 
the ears of the children of: Israel | 
to go forward. We should never 
look back. Looking back into mat- | 
ter means looking back into illu- | 
sion. Evil is not power, reality, or 
substance. The aggressive sugges- | 
tions of evil would claim to outdo 
the love of God, but thought which | 
trusts in Him cannot be mesmer- 
jzed into admitting that evil has 
reality, personality, place, or power. 

Thanksgiving Day should mean 
that we give our whole-hearted 
praise to God, the omnipresent 
Mind, who loves and cares for all 
His children. It is not a day to be 
spent in wasting, wantonness, or in 
the gratification of the senses. 
Rather is it a holy day, in which 
thought should be lifted in thanks- 
giving to God, and to the men and 
women throughout the centuries 
who have given unselfishly to the 
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the quality of the miix he 
failed to

FORT WORTH.—Down in this 
land of cowboy boots and 10-gallon 
hats, still survive some of the mos‘ 
colorful peace officers in America, 
several of whom attended the Texas 
Sheriffs’ association convention here. 


Cme of the best-known actually 
isn’t an officer.

Rishts in Last Stand 


SALT LAKE CITY. — Navajos— 
colorful Indians of the West—are 
worried about their right to lands 


which they have held northeast of 
Bluff, Utah, along the banks of the 
San Jose river since 1900. 

Recently, a group of nine, dressed 
in their traditional! colorful tribal 
garb, came to Salt Lake City to dis- 
cuss with E. J. Keefe, grazier. rights 
which they might have under the 
Taylor grazing act. Through their 
spokesman and _ tribal interpreter, 
Peter Begay, they claimed to rep- 
resent some 40 Indian farmities. The 
party of six men, interpreter and 
two squaws, said that attempts are 
being made to return them to tribal 
lands, but they wish to remain 
where they are. 

Federal officials in Salt Lake City 
said that other members of the tribe 
have returned to the reservation and 
they believe the group in question is 
rather a ‘‘last guard.” 

The question arose whether or not 
they are tresspassing on public do- 
main.
